en ns LL prophets! What can this wiſe 
% Ne law-giver mean by ſo extraordinary 
55 a wiſh? For that Moſes, who uttered 
8 . 5 this wiſh, had a character for wiſdom, 
and that as a law-giver, we are aſſured 
1 5 teſtimony of ſcripture; which informs us, 
that he was learned in all the wiſdom of the Egyptians; AQs bs vi 
of which legiſlation is ſuppoſed to have made the * 


principal part : And this is confirmed W the 
united e of all antiquity. 
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Tux firſt complete body of written laws was that 
of the laws of Moſes, which 1s ſtill preſerved entire. 
Theſe laws are now of great antiquity ; and have, 
from the firſt enacting of them, not only been 
conſtantly obſerved and obeyed by one people, 
who ftill perſevere ' in the obſervance of them, 
which is more than can be ſaid for any other laws; 
but they have been always held in ſuch general 
eſteem and veneration, as to have been ſought, 
and ſtudied, and adopted by many other nations 
of old; and the moſt eſſential parts of them, the 
moral inſtitutes of Moſes, are to this day obſerved 
with a religious regard, as they indeed conſtitute 
the principal part of Religion, by the wiſeſt, and 
moſt enlightned nations of the world. 


Tur wiſdom of Moſes, as a governor, is the more 
unqueſtionable, from his ſucceſs in governing a 
large body of refractory people, newly formed by 
him into an independent republic, he and they 
conſtantly ftruggling, for a great number of years, 
with ſuch difficulties and diſtreſſes, of ſituation 
and circumſtance, as are not to be Paralleled in 
all hiſtory. 


How then, it may be aſked, could a ſtatesman 
of ſuch conſummate wiſdom conceive a wiſh, that 
ſeems to be founded on ſuch a leveling principle, 
as threatens the deſtruction of all order, and all 


government?

Lr us examine it; and to that end, let us 


firſt inquire into the occaſion and meaning of the 
words. 


Tu cafe was this: Moſes, being greatly affected 
with the cries and murmurings of the people, and 
much grieved at his inability to relieve their wants, 
complained to the Lok D of the weight of his go- 
vernment; that it was quite too heavy for him; 
and wiſhed, as the greateſt mercy, he might be 


releaſed from it, though it were by death. 


God, in compaſſion to him, promiſed to make 


his burden eaſier, by the aſſiſtance of ſeventy elders, 
who ſhould bear part of it with him: And having 
commanded him to aſſemble them unto the taber- 


nacle of the congregation, the Lok D deſcended in 


a cloud, and imparted of the Spirit of Moſes unto 
them; which when it reſted upon them, they en- 


tered upon the duty of their function without de- 


lay; they propheſied, and that inceſſantly; which 
at once proved their deſignation to a ſhare in the 
office of government, and their abilities to diſ- 


charge =; 


Bor it ſeems two of the ſeventy, who had been 


ordered to the tabernacle for this purpoſe, out of 


modefty and diffidence of themſelves, and dread of 
the undertaking, as is | moſt probable to ſuppoſe, 


dechned 
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declined coming, and remained in the camp. 
Notwithſtanding that, Go p, who giveth grace to 
the humble, cauſed his Spirit to reſt upon * 
there, and — propheſied likewiſe. 


Moſes having been immediately informed of it, 
Jasta, his ſervant, out of zeal for his maſter's 
honour, which he apprehended was affected by 
the irregular behaviour of theſe men, remonſtrated 
againſt it, and would fain have perſuaded him to 
inhibit their propheſying. Mojes his anſwer to 
him was in the following words, Enveſt thou for 
my. ſake? Would God, that all the Lord's people were 
prophets, and that the Lord would put his Spirit upon 
them. Upon which Meſes, and all the elders with 
him, immediately joined thoſe two in the camp. 


Tur holy Spirit hath not thought fit expreſsly 
to inform us what the ſubject of the elders pro- 
phecy was, nor wherein their gift of prophecy par- 
ticularly conſiſted. Prophecy doth not only fig- 
nify the foretclling of future events: It is a word 
of large acceptation in ſcripture, and includes 


many other gifts. 


SUCH was the piety of the people of Gop, 
that they aſcribed every talent, a {kill in any 
profeſſion or occupation in life, to the Spirit of 


Gop, who 1s the giver of every good gift“: In 
| the

Ix the place before us, it muſt ſignify the ſpirit 
of government : And the prophetical gift, which 
the ſeventy elders exerciſed, moſt probably con- 
ſiſted in an upright and judicious deciſion of cauſes, 
and in a wiſe and prudent redreſſing of grievances ; 
in which we are told they conſtantly employed 
themſelves, as ſoon as they were inveſted with their 
office. In a general ſenſe it ſignifies the exerciſe 
and communication of knowledge; in any branch 


of which, whoever excelled, might be ſaid to pro- 
pheſy. | 


Nor was this divine gift ordinarily conferred 
either in an indiſcriminate manner, or without 
any endeavours in thoſe, on whom it was confer- 
red, to obtain, or qualify themſelves for it. There 
was ſomething more to be done, than paſſively to | | 
wait for it. That is an enthuſiaſtical notion, that 
hath no foundation in reaſon or ſcripture, nor 
countenance in the primitive times, from the prac- 
tice or uſage of any ſound part either of the Jewiſh 
or Chriſtian church.

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few at the expence of the whole; but all is planned 
with the moſt benevolent views for the public good; 

there all is fair and open; nor is there any thing 
to fear from the moſt inquiſitive ſearch, or moſt 
improved knowledge. The better ſuch a plan of 
government is underſtood, the better it will be 
obeyed. None, who are qualified to have a ſhare 
in it, will be diſcouraged; but all ſuch will be 
invited to bear their Party in carrying it on. 


Wurm it was told Me ſes, that Eldad and Medad 
propheſied in the camp, it was the advice of a 


young man, whoſe notions of government were 


not ſufficiently enlarged and matured, and who 
was fearful of every thing that looked like an in- 
fringement on his maſter's authority. Such a one 
it was that adviſed, My lard Maſes, forbid them.” But 
this narrow ſpirit met wirh its juſt reproof, Envieſt 
theu for my ſake? Art thou jealous for me and my 
authority? I have no ſuch apprehenſions for my- 
ſelf. My views are all upright. Lonly want aſſiſt- 
ance to ſupport the weight of my government; and 
the more aſſiſtance I have, the better: Would God, 
that all the Lord's people were prophets ; and that the 
Lord would put his Spirit upon them. The govern 
ment would be the better adminiſtered.: N or do 1 
fear any diminution of my authority; „ Which I de- 


ſire to maintain no farther than is neceſſary for 


the ſupport of my office, and the good . che 
whole community. 
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Hexe is the effuſion of a noble ſpirit, of a large 
and liberal mind; that had no contracted, ſelfiſh 
views ; that ſought not its own ; but was entirely 
devoted to, and poſſeſſed by, the public good. 


Uyon the like generous principles, all wife and 
good princes have aimed at the cultivation of the 
minds and morals of their ſubjects, as the beſt 
means of rendring them uſeful and ornamental to 
ſociety; and at the ſame time, tractable and obe- 
dient to law. But ſuch as mean not to govern, 
but enſlave, find it neceſſary to berp their vaſſals 
in rudeneſs and 1 ignorance. 


Hrxck a corrupt tyrannical church, that had 
no other views, than to get poſſeſſion of the eſtates 
and conſciences of men, and to lord it over God's 
heritage, was obliged to keep them in ignorance, 
in order to ſecure a blind obedience to its dictates 
and controul; and to prevent their ſeeing i its groſs 
errors and impoſitions. 


Bur all eftabliſhments, civil and ctlefiaſtical 
that intend only the good of mankind, think it 
incumbent on them, as a firft princi le in ſound 
policy, to train them up in the kn e of ſuch 
things as are uſeful to themſelves, and the com- 
munity to which they belong: Among which re- 


ligion hath been always ned the firft and prin- 
cipal 
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aal thing to be cared and provided for. But how 
can religion be implanted and promoted without 


the knowledge of it? And how can it be known 


without being taught ? 


THERE are early traces of proviſions and infti- 
tutions of this kind among the people of Gov ; 
even ſo early as in the family of Shem ; from the 
firſt formation of which there are grounds to be- 
leve, that divine, and probably human know- 
ledge, were profeſſedly cultivated and taught in 
ſeminaries erected for that purpole. | 


Tus where we read, God ſball lege Japhet, Gen. ix. 
and he ſhall dwell in the tents of Shem ; the Jeruſalem 
Targum renders, Let the children of Japbet become 
proſelytes, and dwell in the Schools of Shem.” 


Taxst ſchools were continued in Abraham's fami- 
ly, who is ſuppoſed to have conveyed much inſtruc- 
tion to every place in which he ſojourned. Hence 
God declares, I know him, that he will command; 
and as the original word imphes, will give good 
him, Gen. 
and they ſball keep the way of the Lord; in whach they iii. 9. 
had been ſo well trained up by him. Hence, where. 
it is ſaid, that Rebecca went to.enquire of the Lord; Gen, 
the Chaldee paraphraft expounds, that ſhe went to wav. 22. 
the ſchools of Sem the Great; truly great and 
e infitutons; which 
alone 
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alone entitled him to that ſuperiority over his bre- 
thren, with which Noab inveſted him. 


Tr1s gave his poſterity ſuch advantages of edu- 
cation, that they ſeem to have become the diſpen- 


ſers of ſcience to other people; and were themſelves 


qualified for the higheſt poſts in the government 
of foreign nations. Hence Jeſepb obtained ſuch 
knowledge in civil affairs, as to be enabled to 7z- 


form the princes of Egypt after hrs will, and to teach 


their ſenators wiſdom. That wiſdom which we are 
told Go p had given him for this purpoſe : Which 
Moſes afterwards inherited in ſo eminent a degree; 

and which he did not fail to make the proper uſe 
of in forming his republic. For he enjoins it as 
an indiſpenſable duty on all parents diligently to 
teach the words of the law unto. their children; 
unto their ſons, and their ſons ſons ; that their poſterity 
might know eit; and the children which were yet 


unborn : To the intent that, when they came up, 


they might ſhew their children the fame ; and for this 
end, 10 talk of them when they ſat in their houſe, when 
they walked by the way, when they lay down, and when 
they roſe up; to bind them for a fign on their hand, and 


as frontlets between their eyes ; and to write them upon 


the weren of their houſe,” and on their gates. 


And ſo obſervant were they of theſe precepts, 


that their hiſtorian. informs us, the greateſt care 


was taken by them, in the education of their chil- 
. 


. 
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dren; from their very cradle; and that it was the 
main buſineſs of their lives, to train them up in 
piety, and in obedrence to the laws of their coun- 


try *. Their ſtudy was in Gop's ſtatutes : They 


meditated on his law day. and night; and this, we 
are told, was their whole employment on the ſab- 
bath, and other feſtivals : Whereby they became a 
nation of philoſophers +. It is at leaſt probable, 
there were few, if any of the Jews, who could not. 
read' the law ; whatever farther attainments they: 
made ||. 


BuT notwithſtanding this, and all the wiſe in 
ſtitutions eſtabhſhed in the Hebrew. republic, to 
inſtil into the minds of that people great prin- 
ciples, to inſpire them. with noble ſentiments, and 
to render them à wiſe and underſtanding pecple; yet Peut iv. 
their wiſe law-giver foreſaw. and foretold, that © 
whatever proviſion: had been, or could be made. 
in this reſpect, the poor ſhould never ceaſe out of the Chap. xv. 


land. And this prediction hath been, and ſtill is, 


verified, not only among that people, but in all 
other ſtates throughout the world, the: moſt flou- 
riſhing not excepted: Nay, I. know not whether 
it may not be laid down as an obſervation that 
generally holds good; that the more flouriſhing

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any nation grows, the more of conſe the poor 
will increaſe and abound in it; providence ſo or- 
dering, that they ſhall ſerve as a kind of counter- 
balance to the rich ; that there may not be want- 
ing a ſufficient fupply of uſeful hands to ſerve 
their occaſions, as they multiply upon them; and 
that the objects of their charity may bear propor- 
tion to their abilities to relieve them. But how- 
ever that be, this is certain; that if the poor ſhall 
never ceafe, neither will there be a failure of ſuch, 
as will take up with poor employments. 


WrarT is the caſe of the modern Jews? As 
much as theſe people are degenerated from the 
wiſdom and virtue of 'their forefathers, it hath 
always been a rule among them; that wherever a 
competent number of them ſhould be ſettled, the 
firſt thing to be taken care of was, the erection of 
a ſchool, to be maintained by a public fund. 
Theſe orders are kept up under their prefent con- 
ſtitution, with all poſſible exactneſs and fidelity. 
And ſuch is the ftrictnefs of their difcipline at this 
time in the matter of education, that every maſter 
of a family, who cannot have the advantage of a 


public ſchool, is obliged to maintain a maſter at 


his own expence, till his children have made fome 
proficiency in learning. It is likewiſe a rule, that 
no child be admitted into the public ſchool, till he 
hath been tanght ſome principal texts of the law 
by his parents, and made able to | account for 

We them 


— 
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them +. An example worthy the imitation of 


Chriſtians ! 


Bur now, what is the conſequence? Hath this 
extraordinary care of the Jews, in the education of 
their youth, deſtroyed all diſtinction of rich and 
poor among them ? On the contrary, are not thoſe 
diſtinctions ſeen to prevail rather more among 
them than other people ? And are they not gene- 
rally either very rich, or very poor? 


Wr have dwelt rather long on this caſe with 
reſpect to the Jews : Let us now ſee how it ſtands 
in a view of it, upon chriſtian principles. 


TRE Author and Finiſher of our Faith ſent his 
Apoſtles to teach it unto all nations, and to diffuſe 
it throughout the world, among all ranks and 
conditions of men, beginning with the loweſt ; 
having provided in an eſpecial manner, as his firſt 
care, that he Poor ſhould have the Goſpel preached 
unto them. 


Tris ſome among us would be apt to conclude, 
were beginning at the wrong end; if they are not 
rather of opinion, that the poor ought not to have 
it preached unto them at all; leſt it ſhould make 
them too wiſe and too afviring, above their rank, 


to the neglect of the lower and meaner offices of 


© life ;

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life; which they imagine would, by that means, 
want hands to diſcharge them. 


Tris however was our SAviouR's order of pro- 
ceeding in the preaching of his Goſpel. The poor 
would be in danger of being overlooked ; and the 
preachers of it, if left to themſelves, might be apt 
to pay too much court to the rich : Who at the 
ſame time would be more difficult of acceſs, and 
not ſo eaſily wrought upon, to be rendered ſuſ- 
ceptible of a religion, which renounced the world: 


Whence at the firſt preaching of the Goſpel, not 


. i. many wiſe men after the fleſh, not many mighty, not 


many noble, were called; but the weak, and baſe, and 
deſpiſed, were choſen by God. 


AND though our divine Teacher made the poor 
the diſtinguiſhed objects of his religious inſtruction, 
yet he intimated to- his diſciples, that they ſhould 
* notwithſtanding have poor always among them; 
well knowing, that as 1t 1s the providence of Gop, 
which maketh poor, and maketh rich; ſo there 
ſhould always be a ſufficient diftinction and ſubor- 
dination of rank among men, to fill up all the 
employments of life; whatever care ſhould be taken 
of the chriſtian education, or good inſtruction 
either of the one, or of the other, or of both. 


As the caſe ſtands with us at preſent, Tet it 
only be conſidered, that when learning was rare, 
and attained but by few, then it was that it gave 

pre- 


FS 
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pre-eminence; it being the ſcarcity of things which 
enhances their value: But now that it is become 
common, it ceaſes to be a diſtinction, and loſes its 
claim to ſuperior regard. When all kinds of it 
were in a manner confined to one order of men, 
and the greateſt, the moſt important, and moſt 
lucrative offices of the ſtate, and of the law, as 
well as of the church, were filled by thoſe men ; 
then was there juſt cauſe to be jealous of their 
growing power and ſuperiority. But ſince the dif- 
fuſion of literature among all ranks of people, 
none riſe above the common level merely by the 
force of it, except in caſes of uncommon excel- 
lence; which, wherever it be found, ought to be 
cheriſhed. It is laudable to ſearch every where for 
{o valuable a jewel, and he merits of the public, 
11 who finds it, though in the moſt homely cottage ; 
9 draws it out of its obſcurity, and renders it avail- 
able to the community. 


Search the ſeriptures throughout, and you will 
not find in them, that the outward condition of 
men is at all affected, or influenced by their reli- 
"1 gious education and knowledge; or that there is 
: any connection between the one, and the other. 
g For in Chriſt Feſus there is neither bond, nor free. 


Wr have grounds to expect a great increaſe of 
1 chriſtian knowledge, even to the degree of univer- 
9 ſality; but we no where learn, that there will ever 
15 be an equality of rank among men, on this, or 
q C'2 any 
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Jer. xxxi.

any other account. We are told, that they hall 
all know the Lord, from the leaſt to the greateſt. There 


will notwithſtanding, therefore, be great and little, 


high and low, rich and poor, among them at the 
ſame time. Only obſerve the progreſs of this di- 
vine knowledge; it is from the leaſt of them unto 
the greateſt; not from the greateſt unto the leaſt. 
--- A mortifying reflection to ſuch great ones, as 
deſpiſe the poor, and grudge them the advantage 
of a chriſtian education---that they ſhall have it 
notwithſtanding ; and that it will not be in their 
power to deprive them of it ! 


Wr have the pleaſing proſpect of obſerving the 
progreſs and advancement of ſcience in general, by 
means of there having been a freer communication 
opened by commerce and navigation, among the 
ſeveral parts of the world, as well as among indi- 
viduals in each ; according to the prediction, that 
many ſhall run to and fro, and knowledge ſball be in- 
creaſed. 


Tus ſeems to be a working towards the gradual 
accompliſhment of another prophecy, which pro- 
miles the univerſal prevalence of divine knowledge; 


Ia. xi, g. that the earth ſhall be full of the knowledge of the Lord,

as the waters cover the ſea. Or, as it is elſewhere 
expreſſed,--with the knowledge of the glory of the Lord, 
or, of his glorious knowledge. That will be a

Tuts we may reſt aſſuredly in, that there is no- 
thing in the chriſtian religion, - nothing in its na- 
ture or tendency,---no precept or doctrine of it, 
that in this, or any other reſpect, is unfriendly to 
civil ſociety ; whatever hath been inſinuated to the 
contrary ; but the whole, and every part of it, is 
calculated to promote 1ts beſt and trueſt intereſt : 
Nor can any perſon, or ſociety of perſons, be en- 


gaged in any deſign, that contributes more to the 


public good than this, in which you, who are here 
met, are engaged. The promoting the knowledge 
and practice of Chriſtianity, among thoſe who, on 
account of their tender age, are moſt ſuſceptible of 
good inſtruction in this reſpect; and who, from 


their circumſtances, ſtand in moſt need of it,. the 


children of the poor, and lower ſort of people; a 
general want of which among them would be ſe- 


verely felt by all, and endanger the peace of the. 


whole community. 


W1Txess the many riots and tumults, which 
of late years have often wantonly, and on the 


ſlighteſt and idleſt pretences, but never on any 


juſtifiable grounds, broke out in this great metro- 


polis; and in many other cities, and towns, and. 


places of great trade, chiefly among the workmen 
in the different branches of trade, and among the. 


lower claſs of people in general; from no other 
cauſe, but for want of being better principled and 


taught as it may be preſumed, that if they had 
known 
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known their duty better, and been better brought 
up in it, they would have diſcharged it better, and 
behaved better in conſequence of their ſenſe of it. 


AnD from hence may be inferred the great utility, 
and even neceſlity to the public, of inſtilling good 
principles into the minds of children who are de- 
ſigned for trade and low employments. The chil- 
dren brought up in theſe ſchools lie more in the 
way of trade, which therefore ſeems to be pointed 
out to them by providence, as their proper em- 
ployment in life: And as it 1s a great benefit and 
advantage to them to be apprenticed to good and 
honeſt trades; fo it is a mutual advantage to trade, 
and the perſons concerned in it, to have children 
well principled and brought up, apprenticed to it; 
but not by their education, any more than their 
birth, raiſed above it: And herein it is likewiſe an 
advantage to the community in general. 


THr1s at the ſame time juſtifies the deſign, and 
even evinces the wiſdom of apprenticing theſe chil- 
dren, thus principled, to ſuch occupations ; but by 
no means excluding the demands of other ſuitable 
employments; which, as far as may be, they are 


always kept in readineſs to anſwer ; ſuch as huſ- 


bandry, the ſea, or any other honeſt buſineſs, in 
which they may become uſeful. 


Tu may perhaps be made more uſeful than 


they are, or hitherto have been, and in more and 


higher 
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higher reſpects. Notwithſtanding the apprehen- 
ſions, real or affected, entertained by many, of 
their being advanced above their rank, I will ven- 
ture to affirm, that if a ſelect number of them 
were allowed the advantages of a liberal and learned 
education, they might be made highly ſerviceable 
to the public in ſuch reſpects, as none others 
would deſire to interfere with them in, nor envy 
them either the employments themſelves, which 
ſuch an education were meant to qualify them for, 
or the advantages and profits of them. 


IT will be expected I ſhould explain myſelf. I 
mean, that they ſhould be brought up to the mi- 


niſtry of the goſpel; and ſent as miſſionaries to 


our colonies and ſettlements in Aſia and America ;, 
in all which miſſionaries are much wanted, eſpeci- 
ally now that our dominions in both thoſe parts 
of the world are much enlarged, and the difficulties 
of courſe in procuring good and able miſſionaries, 


which were always complained of, will be now 


much increaſed. 


Bur this is with great deference ſubmitted: to 
the conſideration of our governors in church and 
ftate, and particularly of the two. venerable So- 
CIETIES Who have undertaken the needful, how-- 
ever difficult work, of making this proviſion. 


Uro the whole; a diligent and unremitted at- 
tention to the government and diſcipline of theſe. 
ſchools,

ſchools, with regard to a prudent and impartial 
choice of fit and capable teachers of them; a fre- 
quent inſpection into their behaviour when choſen, 
their diligence, temper, and ſobriety; and likewiſe 
into the progreſs and proficiency of the children; 
to be proved by private as well as public examina- 
tions.---The apprenticing of them to fit trades, or 
occupations; and to maſters of good moral cha- 
racters.---To be watchful of every thing that may 
any way affect the intereſt and welfare of theſe 
ſchools. To guard againſt and inſtantly to remedy 
all abuſes, miſmanagements, and miſapplications. 
---To hear complaints and redreſs grievances.--- 
And on the other hand, to pay a due regard, not 
only to the well-ordering, but improvement of 
theſe ſchools, and to every thing that may be pro- 
poſed or ſuggeſted for that purpoſe. An attention 
to theſe, and ſuch like points adequate to, and 
conſtantly keeping pace with, the liberality with 
which they are ſupported, will effectually filence 
all objections againſt them, and demonſtrate the 
uſefulneſs and excellence of this noble charity; 
which trains up this infant choir to liſp the praiſes 
of their great Creator, and to live to his glory; in 
humble hopes, that out of the mouths of theſe 
babes he will perfect praiſe, an entrance being mi- 
niſtred unto them into thoſe heavenly choirs of 
ſaints and angels; of which this appearance may 
be preſumed to exhibit a faint type or ſhadow.

Bu r for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 


premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 
lt was about the latter End of the Year 1698, 


that a ſew Gentlemen formed themſelves into a Vo- 
luntary Society : and as ſuch, they with Unanimity 


and Zeal went on together in promoting the real and 
practical Knowledge of true Religion, by ſuch Me- 
thods as appear'd to them, from time to time, to be 


molt conducive to that End, till towards the Con-

ſtill continued to carry on, in that Capacity, their ee g 
more extenſive Deſigns for advancing the Honour of tinue as a . 
G OD, and the Good of Mankind, by promoting #1» S9cicty; 
Chriſtian Knowledge, both at Home and in other 
Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 
offer. They are therefore a Society diſtinct from 
this Corporation, and known by the Name of the 
Society to2 Pzomoting Chaiſtian Knowledge. 

'THEIR principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The FIRST was, to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CH ARITY-SCHo00LS, in all Cberity- 
Parts of the Kingdom: and that thoſe Schools might Se! 
ed, the Society has not been wanting in their Corre- 
ſpondence (with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend at all Times, that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed, to inure the Children of

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the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, that ſo they ni 

become good Chriſtians, loyal and uſefu] Subjects ;

of Rules for the good Order and Coverument of 
theſe Schools, as had been approved of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed, that the ſame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes.

ANOTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed many 
Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion.

to which His late Majeſty King George l. was a bountiful 
Contributor, by a gracious Benefaction of Five Hun- 


dred Pounds; 5850Pfalters, 4198 New Teſtaments, and 
2188 Catechetical Inſtructions, with the Abridgment 


aforeſaid, have been already ſent to thoſe Parts; or 
into Per ſia, by means of their Correſpondents in R/ 
„ia, which were moſt thankfully received; and the 
reſt are reſerved to be ſent as Occaſion ſhall offer. 
THe Society having had the Pleaſure to fee the 
Succeſs of the Endeavours uſed in many Towns 
and Villages, for employing the Poor and their 
Children, by ſetting up W oRK«-nouses;. They 
(that nothing might be wanting to encourage the 
Proſecution of ſo uſeful a Defign) did in the Year 
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1725 cauſe a Collection of the beſt Accounts of ſuch 
Moꝛk⸗Houſes to be publiſhed; which was reprint- 7-3-1: 
ed with very large Additions, in 1733; and is now recommended, 
diſperſed upon the uſual Terms of the Society, in 
order to recommend and forward, throughout the 
Kingdom, the Execution of the ſame Scheme, 
wherein a particular Regard ought always to be had 
to ſuch an Education of poor Children, as may, by 
bringing them up in the Faith, Knowledge, and Obe- 


dience of the Goſpel, prove, through the Grace of 


God, the moſt effectual Means to make them good 
Men, and uſeful to their Country, as well as truly 
happy in the Lite that now is, and in that which is 
to come. 

Ix the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 1732. 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/fzburg, having 
firſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon do- 
ing all chat lay in their Power to raiſe Collections 8% burg“ 
for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in zes relle, 
June the ſame Year, they publiſhed, An Account c 
the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſbopricꝶ of Saltzburg, &c. and after wards pub- 
liſhed, 4 further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firjt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
fo Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, being enforced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through Gop's 
Bleiting, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank 
EIN E 2 and 
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and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances ro Germany, have been ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 
in the Years. 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Sa/tzburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer; and there live in a 
contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 
THe great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
tor the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
{o far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the SocitTyY's Defigns, that they had nothing 
left to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſhona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending again the Saltzburg-Colony in Georgia, 
both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 
as have Ability, and with well to it. But until far- 
ther Aſſiſtance ſhall be received, the Society, deſirous 
that this good Work may not want a preſent Supply, 
have, out of the Money raiſed by the Annual Sub- 
ſcriptions of their Members and other Benefactions, 
purchaſed £ 833: 6: 8 additional New South Sea 
Annuities 
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Annuities to be added to that Fund; truſting that the 


ood Providence of Gop, which hath hitherto won- 


derfully bleſſed all their Endeavours, will raiſe them 


up Benefactors to ſupply what may on this Account be 
wanting towards the ſeveral Branches of their cha- 
ritable Deſigns.

that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 
ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 
their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 
the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Te/taments, and 


as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 


This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Blefling of Gop, 


happily finiſhed, and diſtributed,

The Society, at the earneſt Deſire of the Natives of 1768. 


Wales, have lately undertaken a Third Edition of the 
Old and the New Teſtaments, in a large Octavo Size, 
with the Marginal References; and Twenty Thouſand 
Copies are now printing by the King's Printer, with a 
larger Letter than that which was uſed in the former 
Editions. The Charge of this Impreſſion will be very 
great ; and therefore they ſolicit the Aſſiſtance of cha-

And as this is a Deſign of 
creat Extent as well as great Uſefulneſs, they earneſtly 
recommend 1t to all thoſe who have at Heart the Ho- 
nour of Religion and the Salvation of Souls; and hope 
that their Generoſity will be extended to enable the 
Society to furniſh Thoſe with the Word of Gop, who 
have hitherto been deſtitute of it. 

BEroRE we conclude this general Account, it 
may not be improper to mention ſome very conſi- 
derable and ſtanding Benefactions to this Society. 

Are Palmers I. THe firſt is, a moſt generous Legacy of Four 
Legicy of Thouſand Pounds, which was left to them by Mrs 
3 Elizabeth Palmer in 1728, and is ſtill preſerved en- 
tire in the Public Funds; vis. 2800/, in New 
South Sea Annuities, and 1200/, in South Sea Stock;

HAT the Charity-Schools might anſwer 


the true Purpoſe for which they were erect- 
ed, this Society have, in their Circular 
Letters to their Correſpondents, recommended, 
that, with their Inſtructions in Religion and Piety, 
they ſhould join all proper Methods of inuring the 
Children to Labour and Induſtry ; and in their Cir- 
cular Letter A. D. 1712, they have theſe Words: 
* AND becauſe ſome have apprehended, that the 
« placing ſo many of them out Apprentices to Ma- 
* nual Trades, as is now generally done, may oc- 
e caſion, in Time, a Want of Servants, eſpecially 
e in Huſbandry; the Society recommend it to your 
% Conſideration, whether the bringing up the Chil- 
« dren to Huſbandry, or putting them out to Ser- 
« vices, at Sea, or in ſober Families, may not be 
© more uſeful to the Publick, and no leſs benehcial 


© to themſelves. 


In the Year 1719, they recommended the ſame 
Thing to their Correſpondents, in the following 
Words. 

«© NEXT to improving the Minds of the Poor 
in all neceflary Chriſtian Knowledge, the Society 
have deſired, and do again earneſtly intreat all

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Schools; as Husbandry in any of its Branches, 
Spinning, Sewing, Knitting, or any other uſeful 
Employment; to which the particular Manufac- 
tures of their reſpective Countries may lead them: 
This will bring them to an Habit of Induſtry, 
as well as prepare them for the Buſineſs by which 
they are afterwards to ſubſiſt in the World, and 
effectually obviate an Objection againſt the Cha- 
rity Schools, that they tend to take poor Children 
off from thoſe ſervile Offices which are neceſſa 
in all Communities, and for which the wiſe Go- 
vernor of the World has by his Providence de- 
ſigned them. 

Tur beſt Means of employing the Poor has 
always had a Share in the Thoughts of the wiſeſt 


Men in this Kingdom; and the preſent State of 


Affairs, with reſpect to our Trade, ſeems to re— 
quire a Continuance of your Care and Applica- 
tion, to promote thoſe Employments among the 
Children educated in Charity Schools, which may 
be molt for the Service of the Publick ; ſo that 
beſide Reading, Writing, and Arithmetick, and 
inſtructing them in the Principles and Rules of 


our holy Religion, they ought alſo to be inured 


to ſome ſort of profitable Labour or Buſineſs. 

© IT has been obſerved by a worthy Correſpond- 
ing Member, that where, in the Want of other 
Labour, the Children in the Country go a Mile 
or two to School, even that has contributed to 
make them robuſt and active; and that Gar- 
dening, Plowing, Harrowing, or other ſervile La- 


bour every other Day for their Parents, has been 


no Prejudice to their Progreſs in Learning. 
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© ”T1s not eaſy to preſcribe ſuch an Employ as 
would ſuit all Parts of the Kingdom; and there- 
fore it muſt be left to the Prudence of thoſe 
who are intruſted with the Management of Cha- 
rity Schools, to chuſe ſuch Employments for 
the Children, as they ſhall judge to be moſt prac- 
ticable in their reſpective Places; and if any in 
your Neighbourhood have been ſo happy as to 
fall into a proper Method for employing poor 
Children, you are deſired to ſignify it in as parti- 
cular a manner as you can; that when the So- 
ciety are furniſhed with a greater Variety of ſuch 
Methods, they may be communicated to the 
Publick for general Practice. 
* AND tho' the Manner of employing the Poor 
may, at firſt, be attended with ſome Difficulty, 
by reaſon of the Variety of Manufactures in the 
Kingdom, and the Materials neceſſary for them, 
which all Places do not equally afford; yet 
whereever an Attempt has been made (tho' by 
Means perhaps at firſt not appearing very proba- 
ble) it has ſeldom failed of producing ſome 
good Effect: for notwithſtanding the Produce of 
the Manufactures, wherein the Poor are employ- 
ed, ſhould happen to be but ſmall, yet if they 
are kept from Idleneſs and Beggary, and inured to 
a ſober and induſtrious way of Living, the good 
Effects thereof, as well to themſelves as to the 
Publick, will. fully compenſate all the Pains that 
(hall be taken therein. ee 2d 5 
* THE general Uſefulneſs of Husbandry to this 
Nation, the real Want there has becn of Perſons 
to be employed in it, and the Mortality that has 
lately happened in many Counties, eſpecially 
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te among the lower and more laborious ſort of 
« People, are, in the Opinion of the Society, all of 
ce them, very good Reaſons to engage their Mem- 
e bers to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours that poor 
« Children may be bound out Apprentices to that 
c Buſineſs; which would filence one of the moſt 
« popular Clamours that has been raiſed againſt 
“% Charity Schools. This Concern therefore, which 
“ ſo nearly affects the common Intereſt of our 
“Country, is particularly recommended by the So- 
© ciety to all their Members. 

FROM theſe Extras it will appear, how care- 
ful this Society has always been to obviate the com- 
mon Objections made againſt the Charity Schools, 
that they only breed up Children in Idleneſs and 
Pride; and it muſt not be omitted, that as early 
as the Year 1712, they particularly recommended, 
© That however theſe Children are diſpoſed of, it 
te will be very neceſſary beforehand to teach them 
that great Leſſon of true Humility, which our 
Saviour has preſcribed to all that will be his Diſ- 
„ ciples; leſt the Advantages they receive from a 
pious Education, ſhould incline them to put too 
great a Value upon themſelves; and therefore 
that the Maſters be often put in mind of guard- 
© ing the Children under their Care, as much as 
« poſſible, againſt ſuch dangerous Conceits; and in. 
order thereunto, to inſtruct them very carefully 
in the Duties of Servants, and Submiſſion to 
« Superiors. |

for their Kind Bounty to them; and in particular for their 
enerous Donation of 50. towards the Repair of their 
hurches, Schools and Miniſters Houſes; and humbly 
hopes he ſhall always recommend himſelf to their Favour 
by a diligent Application to the Duties of his Office; and 
both 
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both he and his Collegue, the Rev. Mr Rabenborſt, will 
always endeavour to remember the good Advice and follow 
the excellent Example given them by the late worthy Mr 
Bolzius, whoſe only Aim was the true Welfare of his Flock, 
and the Honour of his great Maſter. 

He proceeds to give an Account of their Situation 
during the Year 1767, in which, that divine Providence, 
which the Year paſt had puniſhed them with ſeveral Afflic- 
tions, hath now been pleaſed to pour on them many Bleſs- 
ings. They enjoy their Health, and live happily under 
the wiſe Adminiſtration of the Governor, the Council and 
the Aſſembly. The laſt Spring they had a good Crop of 
Raw Silk; and alſo of Corn, Rice and Peas; for which 
they offered up ſolemn and public Thanks in both their 
Churches. 

The People and Miniſters came to a Reſolution to re- 
pair Sion Church; out of which (as it is large) they in- 
cloſed a Part for the Plantation School in the laſt Spring; 
and likewiſe by their own Labour, and ſome charitable 
Donations, they put the Miniſter's Houle in good Con- 
dition. 

As to the Jeruſalem Church, where the whole Congre- 
gation meet every ſecond Sunday, it was too ſmall to hold 
them, and being built of Wood, which rots very ſoon in 
that Country, it was thought more expedient to build one 
of Brick : To this they were the more excited by a Dona- 
tion of 80 l. from Augsburg, and by a Subſcription amongſt 
themſelves, which, beyond Expectation, amounted to near 
100/. They had expended a' great Part of that Money 
in preparing Lime and Brick, when they were encouraged 
by receiving Notice of the generous Benefaction of the 
SocteTY, and hope they will not be diſpleaſed, if they 
allot this 301. for the Ule of the intended Church.

Some ACCOUNT of the Socirrys 
Proteſtant Miſſion to EasT-InDia, 1767. 


T H E Reverend Meſſrs Fabricius and Breithaupt, the 
SociETv's Miſſionaries, have, in a Letter dated from 


Wepery near Madras, in Feb. 1767, ſent an Account of the 


Tranſactions of their Miſſion during the Year 1766. 


In the Month of January they had ſeveral Conferences 
with the Heathen, perſuading them to leave their Idolatry 


and Superſtition, and to embrace the Chriſtian Doctrine; 
and two of them were convinced of their Errors, and, 


after proper Inſtruction, were received into the Church 
by Baptiſm. 


In. 


Mads as. 
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In February ſeven Perſons, two of whom were Children, 
were incorporated into the Portugueſe Congregation, ſome 
of them from the Papiſts, and others by Baptiſm. 

Mr Nein, one of the Danih Miſſionaries from T ranquebar, 
made them a Viſit of ten Days, and preached twice to the 
Tamulian Congregation. 

On Eaſter Day Eleven Perſons, after due Inſtruction, 
were for the firſt time admitted to the Lord's Table. 

In May a young Man, Slave to an Englifp Gentleman, 
was Baptized at his Maſter's Deſire: As were, in July, 
Three Slaves of an Eugliſb Lady. 

In September, a Journeyman with his Family and another 
Heathen Girl were Baptized. An old Popiſh Woman, 
living at Hepery, was received into their Communion. 

The Miſongries had, at ſeveral times, varicus Dil- 
courſes with the Heathens. 

On the 27th of September, Mr Fabricius left Wepery to 
go to Cudulore. In his Way he Baptized a Child at Sadras. 
He ſtayed a Week with Mr Hutteman, whom, with his 
Family and his faithful Schoolmaſter Mr Obeck, he found 
in Health. He had the Pleaſure to obſerve that Miſ- 
ſionary's Care of his Flock, and the candid Zeal by which 
” endeavoured to lead the Garriſon of that Place into the 

way to Salvation. He departed from thence on the 7th 
of OFober, and, after a large Circuit, in which he had 
many Conferences with the Heathens, arrived at Wepery, 
October the 16th. 

Seven Souls left Paganiſm, who, with one from the 
Church of Rome, were incorporated into their Congrega. 


tion. 


December the 8th, at Requeſt, Mr Fabricius went to 
Pullicat, where he preached one Portugueſe, one Tamulian, 
and two German Sermons ; adminiſtred the Lord's Supper 
to 15 People, and chriſtened ſeveral Children. 

Near the End of the Year, three Hleathens of Mepery 
were Baptized, and a Romiſb Woman joined herſelf to the 


Proteſtant Church.

| N from 
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from Anjengo on the Malabar Coaſt to Bombay, after which 
they ſailed for the Coaſt of Coromandel, but ſuffered much 
by a Storm of thirty-ſix Hours in her Maſts and Rigging, 
and were in great Danger of being loſt : But afterwards 
they were driven to the Southward, and put into Porto 
Gale in the Iſle of Ceylan. The Dutch Governor, heating, 
that a Proteſtant Miſſionary was on board, invited him on 
Shore, and took him in his Retinue to Columbo, the chief 
City of the Iſland; where he deſired him to preach to the 
Germans, who are very numerous 1n that Place ; MrGericke 
readily complied with this Requeſt, and adminiſtred the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper to 500 Perſons. After 
this he ſailed for Jaffanapatnam, and thence to Nagapatnam 
on the Continent ; and from that Place went by Land to 
Tranguebar, and ſo to Cuddalore, the deſtined Place of his 
Miſſion, where he arrived 26th June 1767. 

Mr Hutteman laments a long Illneſs which has afflicted 
his faithful Aſſiſtant Mr Obe; and ſays, that he himſelf 
hath been frequently out of Order, but hath not been 
thereby hindred from going through the Duties of his 
Calling, and he hopes not altogether without Succeſs,

They think Preaching in the Portugueſe Lan- 
guage at that Place uſeleſs; where thoſe who call them- 
{elves ſo are of Malabar Extraction, and that is their Mo- 


ther Tongue; the Portagueſe, as it is called, being only a 


Jargon, which no Native of Portugal can underſtand. 
They know nothing more of the Pandaram Arulanandam, 
who perhaps may be dead, or fallen by the Snares of the 
Heathen. | | 

The New Church was Yeſterday opened; in both Con- 
gregations they preached on Pſal.

The Rev. Mr John Zachary Kiernander, the SocitTyY's 
Miſſionary at Calcutta, in a Letter dated 6th. O#?. 1767, 
returns his grateful Thanks for the kind Preſents he hath 
received by Capt. Thomſen of the Ship Calcutta; but la- 
ments the Misfortune of her running aſhore in the River, 
by which Accident the Books and Stationary were much 
damaged. He acknowledges the Goodneſs of Gop in 
bleſſing him with a perfect State of Health, and declares 
his Reſolution of ſacrificing himfelf, and all that Gop

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gives him, in his Service. He promiſes in his next to be 
more particular in the Circumſtances of his Miſſion. 

Mr Kiernander, in a Letter dated Calcutta, 31 Dec. 1767, 
writes, That being obliged to give up, for the Uſe of the 


Company, the Houſe which ſerved him for the School and 


Portugueſe Church, he reſolved to build a Church at his own 
Expence, and on his own Ground; and in May began to 
jay the Foundations, and to get Materials in readineſs for 
the Building. He has, as appears by his Money-Account, 
expended already about 250/.; and it is calculated that the 
whole Expence will amount to about 2500. Sterling, which 
he hopes to ſupply without burdening the Socttry. 

He thanks Gop he hath enjoyed good Health this whole 
Year, though turned of Fifty-ſix, and has performed Di- 
vine Service in the Portugueſe and Engliſb.

The Rev. Mr C. F. Schwartz, the Socikrv's Miſſionary- 


lately appointed, in a Letter dated from Tiru!/chinapally, 


24th of Oct 1767, returns his Thanks to the SocttTyY 


for the Cheſt of Books he hath lately received. He de- 
clares that his Obligations to them are too great to be ex- 
preſſed in a few Words, for having approved his Endea- 
vours to make the Name of CHRIST known among the 


Gentiles; and for their being kindly pleaſed to appoint. 


him one of their Miſſionaries. "He oratctully acknowledges 


the Preſervation of his Health and Strength to go cheerfully | 
through his Buſineſs, and begs of Go p to alfiſt him with. 


his Holy Spirit. 


He ſays, the Country Aſſiſtants are well : that a ſmall 
Number of Heathens and Papiſts have applied to him for 


Inſtruction : that many are received into the Congregation- 
by Baptiſm, | 


He viſited the Brethren- at Trang#ebar in January, and 
at his Return to Tirutſchinapally found a Letter from the 
Governor at Madras, deſiring him to take ſome Care of 
the Spiritual Welfare of the Garriſon, with an appointed 
Salary, He returned his Thanks, and looked upon this. 


as a Divine Providence, to enable him to aſſiſt many Poor, 


and to regulate ſome things better. Accordingly he ſet: 
apart the firſt Year's Salary to the Repair of his Houſe, and 


the 
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the Windows of the Church ; and built a ſmall Houſe for 
the Engliſh Schoolmaſter and Malabar Clerk. 

The Engliſh and Malabar School have been carried on 
as before. In the Engliſh School are inſtructed above 30; 
in the Malabar 16. The Evening Prayer is performed 
daily, and many Soldiers look upon it as a divine Benefir, 

He deſires ſome Common Prayer Books; and expreſſes 
his Thanks for the Harmony of the Four Evanpelifts, which 
was ſent him, and looks on it as a valuable Preſent. 

He prays for a Bleſſing on the Undertakings of the 
Society, and concludes with the Offer of his humble 
Reſpects. 


The Reverend Mr Profeſſor Francke hath favoured the 
SOCIETY with a Letter, dated from Hall in Saxony, 7th Oct. 
1767, in which, after ſome Account of Mr Gericke's Voyage 
to India: He informs them, that two young Men have 
offered themſelves for the Service of the Danifo Miſſion at 
Tranquebar, in the room of Mr Dame who is dead, and of 
Mr Schwartz who is now fixed in the Engliſh Miſſion at 
Tirutſchinapally. The one of them is Mr Leideman; the 
other Mr Koenig, who hath from a Boy been educated in 
the Orphan-Houſe, and hath ſince there exerciſed the Office 
of Schoolmaſter with great Approbation. They ſer out 
from Hall the iſt of O#. 1767; and with them the College 
at Copenhagen propoſe to fend a Phyſician from Denmark 
for the Ule of the Miſſion, whoſe Wife goes along with 
him. But as the Daniſh Ship ſails ſooner than will ſuit 
their Conveniency, the Profeſſor and the College commend 
to the Care of the SociEA , to forward their Voyage to 


England, to aſſiſt them in purchaſing what they want, and 


to obtain Leave for their Paſſage into India, with the Books, 
Medicines, and the T, amulian Types, which they bring 
along with them. And they doubt not the SocttTy's 


complying with this Requelt the readier, as one of the 


Vacancies to be ſupplied happened by the Readineſs of the 
College to oblige the SoCIETY with the Rev. Mr Schivartz.

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The Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranguebar, in a Letter dated 
from thence 3d Oct. 1767, acquaint us, that on Occaſion 
of the Storm which overtook the Ship Devonſhire, the Let- 
ters did not arrive ſo loon as was expected: but this Acci- 
dent brought Mr Gerick? to them, who made a ſhort Stay 
with them, much to their Satisfaction, for he aſſiſted them 
whilſt he was with them.. | 

In March Mr Cnoll the Phyſician, who had ſerved the 
Miſſion more than 30 Years, died; as did in April a Son 
of Mr Koblboff, a Child of good Hope. On the 7th of 
April died Mr Wiedebrock, who had been a faithful Miſſion— 
ary about 30 Years. The Loſs of Mr Schwartz from their 
Miſſion, ordered by the College of Copenbagen to the Miſſion 
at Tirutſchinapally, affects them much, as no Miſſionary is 
appointed to ſupply. theſe Places. Mr Schwartz paid them 
a Viſit from the 6th to the 15th of February. 

From 27th of Jan. to the 4th of Feb. Mr Kobleff preached 
to ſome Germans at Nagapatnam, and in going and coming 
to Heathens and Muhammedans. Their Country Alliſt- 
ants, Mr Ambroſe and Mr Diego their Prieſts, are in Health; 
but Baſtian, an old Portugueſe Catechiſt, is dead. Some 
| Heathens are preparing for Baptilm, and ſome Roman 
Catholicks for Reception into the Proteſtant Church. 

They received the Preſents ſent by. the SocteTY in the 
Month of Auguſt, and return their hearty. Thanks. 
The firſt Book of John Arndt's Garden of Paradiſe, in 
Portugueſe, is printed off; and the Book of Songs in that 
Language is almoſt finiſhed, A little Treatiſe in the Ma- 
labar Tongue is now Printing. 

They conclude with their Thanks to the SoctzTy, and 
beg the Continuance of their Favours, and their Prayers 
for the Succeſs of their Miſſion, |
